(My th e A ssociated Pr*-s I 
Governor Earle asked the legisla­ 
ture today for $354,185,206 to oper­ 
ate Pennsylvania’s government from 
June I, 1937 to June I. 1939. 
Tile chief executive's budget, thrice 
delayed and three weeks overdue, 
wa-s presented at a joint session in 
the house cham ber at noon. 
It called for some of the mcx>t 
sweeping changes in the state gov­ 
ernm ent for many a decade. 
Earle announced no new tax^s 
would be necessary, but on the con- 
tray $25,950,000 in old levies could 
be abolished. 
He recommended adoption of the 
Goodrich plan for relief of all kinds 
to the unemployed, the aged m oth­ 
ers, veterans and blind. 
He urged as part of the Goodrich

Hoover, director of the federal bu­

: terv tew that a recent investigation 
of “numerous public enemies” by 
; federal agents showed none of them 
{could have existed without the aid 
! of other persons. 
“No bank robber can pursue his 
nefarious trade.” he said, “without 
; assistance, hideouts, Anger men, and 
doctor*, or without a hundred and 
one other forms of minor crim inality 
! which feed upon the main artery of 
outlawry, 
“Few of these persons would ever 
1 have existed,” he added, “had it not 
been for the results of early training 


or lack of training which gave them 
the fixed belief th at there always 
would be someone to assist them. to 
seek freedom for them, to pet and 
pamper them and take their side of 
the question when they violated first 
a home law. then a neighborhood 
law, and then a community law.” 
Hoover also criticized parents who 
give their children free rein on the
